for which I have. never ceafed to figh through a long and pain- 
ful abfence, in which (iemote from the noife and trouble of the 
world) EF mediate ro pafg the remainder of life, in a {hate 
of undiftarbed repofe, But, before I carry. this refolution inte 
effe&t, I think ita dary incumbent on me to make this my lait 
official communication,’ to congratulate you oa the glorious ¢- 
vents which Heaven has been pleafed to produce in our favour, 
10 offer my fentiments refpecting fome important tubjects, which 
appear to me tobe intimately connected with the tranquillity of 
the United States, to take my leave of your Excellency as a 
public character, and to give my final blefling to that country, 
in whofe fervice I have {pent the prime of my life; for whofe 
fake I ave confamed fo many anxjous days and watchful 
nights, and, whofe happinefs, being extremely dear to me, will 
always conftitute no eonfiderable part of my own. 

Impreffed with the fivelieft fenfibility on this pleafing occa- 
fion, I will claim the indulgence of dilating the more copioufly 
on the fubjeSt’ of our niutual felicitation, When we confider 
the magnitude of the prize we contended for, the doubrful na- 
ture of the contefl, and the favourable manner in which it has 
terminated, we fhall find the. greatelt poflible reafon for grati- 
rade and rejoicing + .tbis is a theme that will afford infinite de- 
light to every*benevolent and fiberal mind, whether the event 
in contemplation be conlidered as the. fource of prefent enjoy- 
ment, or the parent of furmre happinefs ; and we fall have e- 
qual occafian to felicitate-ourfelves on the lot which Providence 
has affigned us, whether we view it jn a natural, a political, or 
a moral point of light. : ey

—The foundation of 
our Empire was vot laid in the gloomy age of igaorance and 
fuperftition, but at an epocha when the rights of mankind were 
better underftood, and more clearly defined, than at any former ~ 
period :-Refearches of the human mind after focial happinefs 
have been carried to a great extent ; the treafures of knowledge 
acquired by the labours of philofophers, fages and legiffators, 
through a long faccefion of years, are laid open for afe, and 
their collegted wifdom may be-happily ‘applied in the eftablith- © 
ment of our forms of Government : The freg cultivation of let- 
ters, the unbounded extenfion of commerce, the progreflive re- 
finement.of manners, the growing: liberality of fentiment, and, 
above all, the purer and benign light of Revelation, have had 
a meliorating influence oa mankind, and increafed the bleflings 
of fociety. _ At this qufpicious period, the United States came 
into exiltence as. a Wation, and if their.citizens fhould. not. be 
completely free-and happy, the fault wilt be entirely their own. 
Such is our fituation,: and-fach arg. our. profpects ; but not- 
withftanding the cup of bleffing is thus reached gut to us, not- 
withftanding happinefs is ours, if we have a difpofition to feize 
the occafion, and make ‘it our own, yet it appears to me, there 
is an option {till Jeft ‘to the Uniréd States of America, whether 
the vil be refpectable and profperous, or contemptible and mi- 
ferable as a nation ; this is the time of their political probation ;”

enable it to anfwer the ends of its inftitution ; or this may be 
the ill-fated moment for relaxing the powers of the univn, an- 
nihilating the cement of the confederation, and expofing us to 
become the fport of European politics, which may play one 
State again{t another, to prevent their. growing importance, and 
to ferve their owh interefted_purpofes. For, according to the 
fyftem of policy the Stares fhalt adopt at-this moment, they will 
fiand or fall ;—and, by their confirmation or lapfe, it is yet to 
be decided, whether the revolution muft ultimately be confi- 
dered: as a blefling or a curfe ;-—a bleffing.or a curfe not to the 
prefent age alone, for with our fate will the deftiny of unborn 
millions be involved. : = ae 
With this conviétton of the irhportance of the prefent crifis, 
filence in me would be acrime; I will, therefore, fpeak to 
your Excellency the language of freedom and of fincerity, with- 
out difguife. I am aware, however, thofe who differ from me 
in political fentiments may, perhaps, remark, I am {tepping out 
of the proper line of my dary ; and they may. poflibly afcribe to 
arrogance or oftentation, what I know 1s alone the refult of the 
pureit intention: but the. rectitude of my own heart, which 
difdains fach unworthy motives ; the part I have hitherto acted 
m lifes; the determipation I have formed of not.takiog any fhare 
in public bofinefs hereafter 5 the ardent defite I fecl, and thall 
continue to manifeit, of quietly enjoying in private life, after 
all the toils of war, the benefits of a wifé and liberal Govern- 
ment, will, I flatter myfel¥, fooner or later, convince my ‘coun- 
trymen, that I could have no finifter views in delivering with 
fo little referve, the opinicns contained in this addrefs. 

There are four things which I hambly coaceive are cffential 
ro the well-being, I may even venture to fay, to the exiftence 
of the United States as an independent power.

tend to anarchy and confuflon+#Phat it is indifpenfible to the 
happinefs of the individwal Sates, that there fhould be 
Jodged fomewhere, a fupreme power to regulate and go- 
vern the general concerns of the confederated Republic, 
without which the union cagnor -be of long duration. ~That 
there malt be a, faithfal’ and pointed compliance on the pait 
of every State with the Jate:propofals and demands of Con. 
grefs, or the molt fatal confequences will enfue:-—T hat. what- 
ever meafures have a tendency to diffulve the union, or contri- 
bate to violate or leffen.the fovereign authority, ought to be 
confidered as holtile to the Jiberty and independency of Ame- 
rica, and the aathors of them treated accordingly. —A nd lait- 
ly, that unlefs we-can be, enabléd by the concurrence of the 
States tu participate: of the fruits of the revolution, and enjoy 
the effential benefits of civil fegicty;.under a form of govern- 
ment fo free and uncorrupted, happily. guarded againft the 
danger of oppreffion, as Pai devifed and adopted by the 
articles of confederation, it wi bea fubje& of regret, that fo 
much blood and. 4reafure:-haye..been lavished for no purpofe, 
that fo many fufferings have. been-encountered without a com- 
ptnfation, and that fo many facrifices have been made ia yain, 
Many other conliderations .might here be adduced to prove, 
that without an entire conformity. to the fpirit of the union, we 
cannot exift as an-independent power. It will be fufficient for 
my purpofe to mention byt one or two, which feem to me of 
the greateft importance. It is only in our united character, as 
an empire, that our independence is acknowledged, that our 
power can be regarded, or our credit fupported among foreign 
nations. ‘The, treaties of the European powers, with the Uni- 
ted States of America, will: have-ne validity on a diflolution of 
the union. We thall be left nearly in a ftate of nature, or we 
may find by our own unhappy experience, rhat there is a na- 
tural and neceflary progreffion from the extreme of anarchy to 
the extreme of tyranny 5. and thaf arbitrary power is moft eafj- 
ly eftablifhed on the ruins of liberty. abufed to licentioufnefs. 

As to the fecond article, which: refpeéts the,performance of 
public juftice, Congrefs have, in their late addrefs to.the Uni- 
ted States, almoft exhaufted the fubjec&t ; they. have explained 
their ideas fo fully, and have enforced the obligations the States 
are under to render complete juftice to all the public creditors, 
with fo much dignity and energy, that, in my opinion, no real 
friend to the honour and independency. of America can hefi- 
tate a fingle moment refpecting the propriety of complying with 
the juft and honourable -meafures propofed. If their arguments 
do not produce conviction, J. .koow,of nosing that will have 
greater influence, efpecially when. we recolleét that the fy{tem 
referred to, being the refiiR of the collegted wifdom df the con- 
tinent, muft be efteemed, ifpot perfect, éértainly the leat ub- 
jectionable of any that bold be deviled ; and that, if ir thall 
not be carried into imimediatéeXecution, a national bankrupt- 
cy, with all its deplorable confequences, will take place before 
any different plan can poflitdy be propofed or adopted ; fo pref- 
fing are the prefent circumttances, ‘and fuch is the alternative 
now offered to the States. 

The ability of this: counsry to difcharge the debts which 
have been incurred in its defence, is not to be doubted. An 
inclination, I flatter myfelf, will not be wanting ; the path of 
our duty is plain before us; honetty. will-be found, on every 
experiment, to be the-beft and only true policy. Let us then, 
as a nation, be juft; let us fulfil the public contrags which 
Congrefs had undoubtedly a right to make for the purpo’e of 
carrying on the war, with the fame good faith we fuppofe our- 
felves bound to pérform. our private engagementz.. In the 


, mean time, let an attention t6 the cheerful performances of 


their proper bufinefs, as. individuals, and as members of foe 
ciety, be earneitly incyleated on the citizens of America: then 
will they ftrengthen : the bands ‘of government, i 
under its protection. ~-Every ‘ore will reap the fruit of his la- 
bours ; every one will enjoy his own acquifitions, without mo- 
leftation and without danger.
